MONEY  OF  NECESSITY  - These  three  coins  are  sold  as  a lot  because 
they  are  a unique  collection  of  the  silver-plated  moneys  of  necessity 
issued  by  Athens  as  token  coinage  when  the  normal  silver  coinage  had 
to  be  removed  from  circulation  to  be  used  to  pay  for  the  rebuilding  of 
the  Athenian  military  forces  which  had  been  destroyed  in  406  BC  at  the 
battle  of  Aegosptomi  against  the  Spartans  and  their  allies.  Again,  these 
coins  were  issued  as  token  coinage  similar  to  what  we  have  today,  but 
different  in  that  there  was  a pledge  by  the  Athenian  government  to 
redeem  these  plated  coins  for  full-silver  coins  when  the  treasury  was 
restored  after  victory.

709.  Egyptian  Sarcophagus;  Ptolemaic  Period,  332-30  B.C.  As  the  eternal 
dwelling  place  of  the  dead,  the  sarcophagus  was  one  of  the  most  essential 
requirements  for  an  Egyptian  burial.  There  the  deceased  lived  as  if  in  a 
house,  protected  from  the  desert  sand,  scavenging  animals  and  tomb 
robbers.  Anthropoid  coffins,  like  this  one,  first  appeared  in  the  12th  Dynasty. 
These  sarcophagi  were  modeled  after  the  shape  of  the  mummy  and  served 
as  a substitute  body  in  which  the  owner’s  spirit  could  live  if  the  real  body 
were  destroyed.  On  a different  level,  the  anthropoid  coffin  was  an  image  of 
the  deceased  as  a sah,  or  devine  being.  At  first  the  sah  was  not  associated 
with  a particular  deity,  but  by  the  New  Kingdom  it  came  to  be  regarded  as  the 
deceased  in  the  guise  of  Osiris. 

This  sarcophagus  displays  many  of  the  features  of  Ptolemaic  period 
anthropoid  sarcophagi.  The  coffin  has  a well-modeled,  painted  red  face,  with 
a black  wig  studded  with  gold  dots,  and  the  curled  'devine'  beard  associated 
with  Osiris.  The  collar,  composed  of  red,  blue,  yellow,  and  green  elements, 
covers  the  upper  part  of  the  torso  and  begins  below  the  ends  of  the  wig.  The 
figural  panel  displays  the  usual  decoration  of  the  Ptolemaic  period.  A winged 
scarab,  or  kheper,  appears  above.  As  well  as  its  protective  qualities,  the 
scarab  was  symbolic  of  spontaneous  creation  and  regeneration  and  was 
believed  to  be  the  manifestation  of  the  creator  sun-god  Khepri.  The  scarab 
was,  therefore,  a natural  choice  for  a powerful  funerary  symbol. 

Below  two  jackals  sit  flanking  a Djed  pillar.  The  jackal  was  believed 
to  be  the  true  manifestation  of  the  funeral-god  Anubis.  Representations  of 
the  'jackal'  Anubis  and  other  funerary  dogs  are  consistently  robed  completely 
in  black  - black  like  the  embalming  resin  and  therefore  the  color  of 
resurrection,  not  mourning.  The  exact  significance  of  the  Djed  pillar  is  still 
uncertain.  It  is  known  to  be  associated  with  the  god  Ptah  and,  by  extension 
through  Sokaris,  to  Osiris.  Since  it  was  homophonous  with  the  word 
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meaning  "stability”  and  “durability,"  the  pillar  was,  among  other  uses, 
common  for  amulets  and  protecting  the  dead 

Below,  the  center  panels  depict  Anubis  embalming  the  mummy  on  a 
lion-headed  bier  above  and  Osins  below.  In  the  four  flanking  panels  are  the 
figures  of  the  four  sons  of  Horus,  Imsety,  Hapy,  Dwamutef,  and  Qebhsenuef. 
The  sarcophagus’  legs  are  covered  with  a crosshatch  pattern  decorated  with 
yellow  and  blue  dots.  Down  the  center  runs  a hieroglyphic  text,  most  likely 
taken  from  the  book  of  the  dead.  The  toes  and  toenails  of  the  feet  are 
carefully  delineated.  The  sides  of  the  coffin  have  the  same  crosshatch 
pattern  with  a uraeus  running  the  length  of  the  piece.  A powerful  protective 
symbol,  the  uraeus  was  the  representation  of  the  goddess  who  personified 
the  burning  Eye  of  Re.  She  takes  the  form  of  the  enraged  female  cobra.  The 
large,  deep  pedestal  is  covered  with  further  texts. 

The  back  of  the  sarcophagus  displays  a figure,  Osiris,  formed  from  a Djed 
pillar  wearing  a plumed  headdress  with  uraiaei.  The  form  of  the  figure 
utilizes  the  central  raised  pillar  of  the  coffin.  Down  the  central  pillar  that 
forms  the  figure's  body  runs  further  text.  The  shoulder  has  been  replaced 
and  the  piece  is  rejoined  in  the  cente,  and  other  inpainting.  See  color 
plates  6'  high.

Carthaginian  Red  Ware  Sherds 

African  red  slip  ware  was  one  of  the  most  important  classes  of  Late 
Roman  pottery,  which  was  produced  by  various  North  African 
workshops  from  the  first  century  A.D.  until  well  into  the  seventh 
century.  A subgroup  of  African  red  slip  pottery,  Carthaginian  red  ware 
was  the  leading  fine  ware  in  most  parts  of  the  Mediterranean  world, 
including  Rome  itself,  for  several  centuries,  and  seems  to  have  dictated 
pottery  fashions  throughout  the  area  for  much  of  this  time.  The 
examples  here  date  between  the  4th  and  5th  centuries  A.D. 

During  the  4th  century  A.D.  the  Roman  Empire  began  to  experience  the 
transition  from  paganism  to  Christianity  and  the  institution  of  the  Holy 
Roman  Church.  Paganism  was,  however,  so  deeply  rooted  in  Roman 
culture  that  it  died  slowly,  and  for  over  a century  the  two  belief  systems 
co-existed  as  socially  acceptable  religions.  This  overlap  of  faiths  is 
reflected  in  the  art  of  the  period.  Christian  iconography  appears 
concurrently  with  pagan  symbols  on  fragments  such  as  these.

Cpptic  Textiles 

Due  to  the  region's  particular  climate,  geography  and  burial  customs,  an 
almost  continuous  series  of  technically  related  textiles  dating  back  to  the 
fourth  millennium  B.C.  has  been  preserved  in  Egypt.  Among  the  last  in  this 
series  are  Coptic  textiles,  those  fabrics  produced  by  established  residents  of 
Egypt  during  the  early  centuries  of  the  Christian  Era,  regardless  of  their 
religion  or  ethnic  background.  Throughout  antiquity  the  Egyptians  were 
known  for  their  quality  fabrics  and  ability  to  cater  to  the  desires  of  other 
cultures  in  terms  of  style,  weave  and  decoration,  and  the  copts  were  no 
exception.  The  decorative  motifs  used  were  primarily  religious  in  nature  and 
the  iconography  of  the  various  coexisting  belief  systems  are  represented  on 
the  remaining  textiles.  Despite  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  these  fabrics  were 
manufactured  after  Constantine  proclaimed  Christianity  the  State  religion, 
and  Pagans,  not  Christians,  were  persecuted,  the  predominant  motifs  are 
pagan  ones  derived  from  classical  antiquity.  Surprisingly  few  Christian  motifs 
are  to  be  found  and  those  that  exist  are  late  in  date  and  tend  to  have  old 
testament  sources.  The  Copts  treasured  and  preserved  their  textiles  almost 
as  tenaciously  as  they  held  on  to  their  religious  beliefs,  even  in  the  face  of 
persecution.

The  pairing  of  man  and 
animals  often  symbolized  the  conflict  between  man’s  "spiritual"  and  “natural" 
natures.

Fish  were  used  to  symbolize  Christ  because  in  Greek,  the  word  for  fish  can 
be  read  as  an  acronym  for  “Jesus  Christ  Son  of  God  Savior.”  The  yellowish 
color  of  the  body  fabric  of  the  tunic  may  indicate  that  the  piece  was  woven 
during  the  Ikhshidid  dynasty  when  Coptic  Christians  were  required  to  wear 
yellow  garments.

Dear  Clients,  Friends,  and  Others, 

We  want  to  thank  those  many  of  you  who  have  participated  in  our 
Buy  or  Bid  sales,  and  hope  that  those  of  you  who  have  not  will  do 
so  in  the  future.  With  the  placing  of  our  97th  catalogue  in  your 
hands,  a few  patterns  have  been  established,  and  we  would  like 
to  tell  you  what  they  are.  When  we  offered  $20,000  worth  of 
coins  in  278  lots,  we  sold  about  98%  of  each  sale.  Now  that  we 
offer  1000  lots,  more  or  less,  ranging  in  estimated  value  from 
$750-1.4  million  dollars,  we  sell  about  78%.  of  the  total  lots 
offered.  Fully  1/3  of  the  sale  is  sold  at  estimate  the  first  10  days 
that  the  sale  is  out,  though  buybids  continue  throughout  the 
course  of  the  sale  up  to  the  last  day.  Successful  bidders  pay 
between  99  and  68%  of  the  estimate,  though  most  successful 
bidders  run  from  80-94%  of  estimate.  Some  individuals  who 
used  to  be  on  our  mailing  list  bid  32%  of  estimate  or  less.  This 
serves  no  one,  and  those  people  are  removed  from  the  mailing 
list,  for  their  sake  and  mostly  ours.  The  reason  we  do  remove 
people  who  make  ridiculous  bids  is  that  it  costs  $51/  year  to  keep 
a single  individual  on  the  mailing  list,  and  we  send  out  6,000 
each  time.  If  two  people  bid  the  same  amount,  the  bidder  who 
came  in  first  gets  the  coin  or  antiquity.  So  bid  early!  You  can  bid 
with  us  through  FAX,  e-mail,  postal  mail,  in  person,  or  by 
telephone.  All  bidders  are  created  equal.  Again,  we  want  to 
thank  you  for  making  us  as  highly  successful  as  we  are,  and 
hope  that  we  can  continue  for  a number  of  decades.  If  you  have 
any  suggestions  as  to  how  we  can  improve  our  sales,  please  let 
us  know. 


P.S.:  If  you  require  any  research  into  the  coins  you  are  interested 
in  purchasing  from  our  sale,  we  have  an  11,500-volume  library 
and  a 100,000-coin  photo  file  which  we  can  use  to  research  any 
questions  you  may  have. 
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
